What They Looked Like to Newspa­ 
per Men at the Front.

picture that 
will linger in the memory of news­ 
paper men who visited the front as 
guests of the British 
general staff, 
was the sight of the army rations, in 
all their variety, or lack of variety, 
laid out for inspection on a hotel ta­ 
ble, and looking not unlike a study 
of the contents of 
a 
larder by a 
Dutch painter. 
There was 
beef 
and 
mutton, a 
pound of each (the fresh meat ration 
is one pound). There were large tins 
of pressed 
beef, 
which 
vary 
the 
fresh meat and are taken when fresh 
meat can not be got. There was a 
two-pound loaf of fresh bread and the 
alternate ration of biscuit. The bis­ 
cuits, according^) the soldiers, are 
a vast improvement on the South 
American war biscuit. 
There were 
fresh vegetables, including 
onions; 
there was tea, sugar 
and 
jam, of 
which the English soldier is inordi­ 
nately fond, and by way of luxuries 


J fifty cigarettes aud two ounces of to­ 
bacco. This 
quantity 
of 
cigarettes 
and tobacco is served out weekly. 
There is besides a ration of super- 
excellent 
bacon, 
cheese, 
butter, 
where possible, and a bottle of army 
rum. The rum ration Is two ounces 
daily, a rather large wine glassful.

The Expense of Merely Feeding These 
Men Reaches Enormous Sum of 
$105,000 a Day—Some Are 
Placed at Active Work. 


Berlin, 
Mardi 
26.—How7 
to take 
care of the hordes of prisoners of war 
captured by the German armies—food J 
alone costs for each man 60 pfennigs 
(15 cents) a day—is 
an 
increasing 
problem with which the authorities 
are wrestling. 
It is estimated that the list of pris­ 
oners, 
including 
those captured Tn 
Field Marshal von Iiindenburg’s latest 
victory in East Prussia, now exceeds 
700,000 men. This involves an expense 
for the mere feeding of the captives 
of about $105,000 a day. 
In every available way the men are 
being put to work—onfarms, on the 
roads, in iron works and coal mines, 
and in clearing and reclaiming vast 
areas of marsh and moor land, prin­ 
cipally in the eastern part of the em- 
j pi re. 
j 
Experience thus far has convinced 
j the Germans that the Russians are 
far more available for 
this 
manual 
labor than the English or the French, 
none of the latter of whom lend them­ 
selves easily to the hard 
work 
to 
which the Russian peasants seemed 
accustomed. 
One of the most important pieces 
of work on which the Russians are 
being employed in ever larger num­ 
bers is the reclamation of nearly 7,- 
000 hectares o f‘unfruitful waste land 
along the Leba river from I^auenburg 
to the Seba sea, adjacent to the Bay 
of Danzig. 
Plans to accomplish this date back 
as far as the time of Frederick the 
Great, but up to the 
present 
have 
never progressed further 
than 
the 
partial straightening of the river bed. 
At the time of the outbreak of the 
w'ar some 60 hectares bad been re­ 
claimed by a force of 300 men, who 
stopped work w’hen the fighting start­ 
ed. 
Already 
3,000 
Russians, 
in 
two 
camps, are at w'ork draining tho land 
and instituting improvements that in­ 
clude irrigation, plowing and planting 
of meadows. Through these‘prisoner* 
and others who will be added to the 
ranks it is expected th at the work so 
long delayed will be finished in rec­ 
ord time, 
, 
. 
Thousands of the soldiers captured 
in 
the 
recent 
Hindenburg victory 
w;ere put at work at once clearing the 
roads of snow' and mud, and, so great 
w'as the number employed that within 
a short time the highways were pass­ 
able everywhere in the rear of the 
German army. 
The German 
authorities 
likewise 
are rapidly making coal miners out 
of the Russian prisoners, and by this 
means are restoring the mines in up­ 
per Silesia, Posen and other districts 
to their 
normal 
productivity. 
Tile 
prisoners also are being utilized in 
iron w'orks and stone quarries. They 
are only put to work in such places, 
however, where they do not compete 
with free labor. 
There are already a large number 
of prisoners in the lignite mines near 
Bitterfeld, and thousands are at work 
constructing new chaussees, principal­ 
ly in the east. 
Others are busy on 
road repair work. 
In the west of Germany, where the 
French and English prisoners are in 
predominance, various plans are un­ 
der way already for using the men in 
agricultural pursuits so 
that 
crops 
may be planted, cared for and har­ 
vested at the earliest possible time.

Education is the Chief Necessity for 
the Coming Generation of the 
Ottoman World, According 
to Their Opinions. 


Constantinople, 
March 
26.—Inter- 
t 
viewing three young Turkish women 


iii Constantinople college, the Asso­ 


ciated 
Press 
correspondent 
was 
frankly told by them that the educat­ 


ed Turkish woman 
of 
today knew 
more of 
America 
than Americans 
generally knew of Turkey. 
The interview7 was remarkable for 
the fact that the three Turkish girls 
were allowed to appear without the 
traditional veils. Louise Wallace, one 
of the American women in charge of 
the institution, 
who 
had arranged 
the interview, had advised the young 
women to put on their veils, without 
which they never venture into the 
presence of men, but the three rep­ 
resentatives of feminine young Tur­ 
key thought they could meet Ameri­ 
cans without hiding their faces. 
Accordingly, 
Efzaish 
Hanim. 
Se- 
miah Hanim and Hatije Hanim were 
ushered into Miss Wallace’s office to 
meet the American newspaper man: 
The girls were not sisters, the name 
Hanim not being 
the 
family name, 
but 
the t Turkish 
equivalent 
for 
“lady.” Tire young ladies declined to 
have their family names mentioned, 
but were eager to embrace the oppor­ 
tunity of talking to a representative 
of 
American 
papers, 
who 
they 
thought might find some 
“news” in 
the present position 
of 
women 
iii 
Turkey. 
“Lady” Efzaish was the most alert 
of the three and did most of the talk­ 
ing. 
She 
punctuated 
her remarks 
with pleasant smiles. She explained 
that while life had many serious ast 
pects, she was inclined to look on tad 
bright aide of things- 
At school slid 
had something of a reputation of be? 
ing a “regular tomboy.” But. like lief 
companions, she was a young woman 
of charming manners. All three spoke 
English with ease, while Miss Efzaish 
used Americanisms 
with 
delightful 
grace. They also spoke French and 
norman besides their 
native langu­ 
age. Hatije Hanim was taking an ad­ 
vanced history and sociology course; 
Efzaish Hanim was absorbed in sci­ 
ence exclusively, and Semiha Hanim 
studied history and science. 
“The young 
Turkish 
woman 
ii* 
very eager to get 
a 
better educa­ 
tion.” said Miss Efzaish with eager­ 
ness. She thought that the women of 
Turkey were the superiors 
of their 
in that respect. 
“Many of 
are still somewhat indiffer- 
:it to education, blit conditions are 
improving. The new regime is doing 
everything possible to eaten tip. 
So 
far, however, the schools 
for girls 
have been slighted a little. The boys’ 
schools are much better, 
and, I be­ 
lieve, really good. But we hope that 
within a few years the girls will have 
the same chance as the boys. 
“Some time ago one of our uni vet 
shies started a course of lectures for 
women,” 
remarked 
Miss 
Semiha. 
“The rush 
for 
admission 
w*as 
so 
great that many failed to get the op 
portunitv they sought. 
The lectures 
are given by 
the 
professors 
who 
teach the men, which I take 
to be 
one of the many signs that the serin 
sioti of the Turkish woman is near 
ing its end. Most of us still wear the 
veil, of course, 
but 
tin* 
condition 
which once existed in Turkey may be 
considered as of the past. You will 
still find more veiled women iii Con 
stantinople than you will in the prov 
laces, where very few women are in 
seclusion today. Of course, the harem 
is still in existence: 
but 
I believe 
that its days are counted. I wish to 
correct a very popular error concern­ 
ing the harem. It is generally believ­ 
ed that the harem is a Mohammedan 
institution. It is not. As we know the 
harem it is entirely 
Ottoman, and 
was first, a Greek institution. 
When 
the 
Ottomans 
took 
Constantinople 
they found the harem right here..” 
No tendency toward modern femin­ 
ism was manifested by the young wo­ 
men. Miss Efzaish said that this was 
far from her mind. Miss Hatije did 
not seem to be evep interested in the 
question put to her on the subject. 
“The women of Turkey have more 
to do right now than occupy them­ 
selves with equal suffrage 
and the 
like. In fact, we do not need such a 
movement. In Turkey the woman has 
the 
same 
personal 
and 
property 
rights as the man. We are hedged in 
by old conventions and 
customs in*

London, March 26.—The admiralty 
has good reason to believe that the 
German submarine 
U-29 
has 
been 
sunk with all hands, says an official 
statement issued Thursday. 
The admiralty gave no details of 
how or where the U-29 was sunk, but 
the report w’as that she was disposed 
of was received in shipping circles 
with a sigh of relief. 
J t was this vessel which just a fort­ 
night ago torpedoed six steamers in 
Bristol channel and off the Sicily Is­ 
lands 
within 
two days. 
Her com­ 
mander, who spoke English perfectly 
land treated tbs crews of the torpe­ 
doed vessels with great consideration, 
told one of the merchant captains who 
was taken aboard the submarine that 
he was the commander of the sub­ 
marine which torpedoed the British 
cruisers Aboukir, Creasy artd Hogue. 
If this was true, he was the man who 
was looked upon as Germany’s most 
daring 
submarine 
navigator. 
The 
U-29 displaced 800 tons and was one 
of tho largest and fastest of German 
undersea boats. 
j 
This makes the sixth German sub­ 
marine, «o far as the British admir­ 
alty lias reported, sunk, five of them, 
at least, by British warships since the 
outbreak of the wrar, and in only one 
lease has the British report been de­ 
nied by the Germans. 
Besides these 
a French warship recently 
sank 
a 
submarine off the French coast, and 
three British merchant captains have 
put in claims for the rewards offered 
for merchantmen 
ramming 
German 
underw ater 
crafts. 
One 
of 
these 
claims, that of the captain 
of 
the 
steamer Thordis, has been allowed by 
the admiralty, and the reward paid. 


In St. Louis Thursday W. F. Key­ 


ser, of this city, secretary or the Mis­ 


souri Bankers' association, in an in­ 


terview' in the Republic, takes occa­ 
sion to praise in highest terms the 
banking law given the state by the 
last general assembly. 
Mr. Keyser 
said: 
“It Is one of the best state lawrs in 
the country. 
It will put the banking 
business in Missouri on a safer and 
broader basis and harmonize it with 
the requirements of the federal re­ 
serve act. 
‘‘Missouri always did 
have 
good, 
safe banks, as shown by the few' fail­ 
ures on record. The safety of banks 
depends to a large extent on the in­ 
tegrity of bankers, but even with the 
highest motives they want something 
to be guided by, and this new' law' 
gives it to them. 
It is a good, con­ 
structive piece of legislation. 
“Bankers should bear in mind that 
the 
bill 
contains 
an 
emergency 
clause, and becomes law' just as soon 
as signed by 
the 
governor. 
There­ 
fore, they should be making prepara­ 
tions to comply with the law imme­ 
diately after the bill is signed, which 
probably will be within a few days. 
“I understand that Hie banking de­ 
partment of Missouri, as soon as prac­ 
ticable, will have copies of the law 
printed and distribute 
them 
among 
the state banks and trust companies, 
but bankers should inform themselves 
of the new' provisions without waiting 
for such printed copies.” 
The Missouri Bankers* association 
took an active part in the work of 
putting the new* law on the statute 
books. 
The banker members of the 
commission which drafted 
the 
bill 
were appointed during the annual con­ 
vention of the association in St. Louis 
last May by the retiring president, J. 
B. Jennings, of Moberly. The banker 
members chose the others from men 
outside that business. Then President 
Richard S. Hawes and the association 
helped to get the bill approved by the 
senate and hoase.

sect of twelve members in Alliance, 
an industrial center east of this city, 
are being investigated by the authori­ 
ties for the death of Miss Amy G. 
Tanner, a 19-year-old convert, under 
circum stances 
which 
indicate crim­ 
inal proceedings, according to the po­ 
lice. 
Rev. P. A. George, “interpreter of 
the voice of God” and leader of the 
cult, was placed under arrest yester­ 
day. 
Miss T anner died shortly after she 
had beep rushed to a hospital in an 
unconscious 
condition. 
None 
but 
members of the sect saw her before 
she was taken away from the Broth­ 
erhood Home. 
Five physicians who 
attem pted to save her life at the hos­ 
pital say she was about to become a 
mother. 
They advanced two theories 
for the cause of her death. 
One is 
poisoning, and the other is a criminal 
operation. 
Coroner Frank Douds will conduct 
a 
post-mortem 
today 
to 
disclose 
which, if either, of the theories is cor­ 
rect. 
Rev. George, as leader of Hie cult, 
confessed in jail yesterday to the ex­ 
istence of a “free love clause” in the 
established principles of the organiza­ 
tion. 
“If any m arriage is not agreeable 
to God,” he said, according to the po­ 
lice, “either party has a right to select 
another mate. 
It is Hie duty of any 
follower of our creed to disregard any 
consequences the law of man may 
entail.” 
The discovery of the existence of 
the cult developed when Mrs. A. G 
Tanner applied to the police for the 
release of her daughter. 
Detectives, 
accompanied by Dr. N. W. Hole, went 
to the Brotherhood House, forced an 
entrance and found Miss Tanner un­ 
conscious and near death. 
Stary County Prosecutor A. T. Sny­ 
der was then notified and Rev. George 
was ordered arrested. 
County and city detectives are now 
working on several clews which indi­ 
cate, according to Prosecutor Snyder, 
that several other young girls have 
been criminally dealt with in the Bro­ 
therhood Home.

W hitney is doing here, through her 
auxiliary of the A m erican Ambulance^ 
some of th at hospital work which the 
M arquis de V ogue,president 
of 
the 
French Red Cross, says "has touched 
the hearts of the French people.” 
U nder the direct supervision of Dr. 
W alton M artin, professor of clinical 
surgery at Columbia university and 
of St. Luke’s hospital, New York, the 
ancient abbey has been transform ed 
into a hospital so thoroughly m odern 
th a t even the 700-year-old structure 
seem s to have been freshly built for 
it. 
A m onth’s tim e was sufficient to 
fit it w ith steam heat, sterilizing ap­ 
paratus, disinfecting plant, X-ray out­ 
fit, m odern kitchen, 
laundry, 
three 
fully equipped operating room s and 
IGO beds, with a possible accom m oda­ 
tion for 400 beds. 
Every doctor in th e neighborhood 
being off to the w ar, 
the 
hospital 
staff is caring also for the civilian 
population. 
T here are now seventy- 
five wounded soldiers 
in 
th e 
four 
w ards 
and m ore 
are arriving every 
day. 
T hey come directly from the 
distributing stations behind the front 
in ten auto-am bulances brought from 
A m erica and they are transported so 
com fortably th a t they often <mjoy a 
restful sleep on the way. 
The m edical staff of thief hospital 
is draw n from the instructing staff 
of 
Columbia 
university 
and 
com­ 
prises, besides Dr. M artin, Dr., K arl 
Vogel, professor of clinical pathology, 
and Drs. Connell and Donald Gordon, 
instructors in surgery, and Dr. H enry 
Jones, instructor in m edicine. 
Dr. H. H. M. Lyle, professor of clin­ 
ical 
surgery, 
accom panied by Drs. 
H arvey Sutton and M ixter, are expect­ 
ed to arrive from A m erica soon to 
relieve Dr. M artin and his associates, 
and it is expected th a t Prof. George 
Brewer, of Columbia university, and 
other 
em inent 
A m erican 
surgeons, 
will come over later. 
Of the fourteen trained nurses, one 
is French, the others 
having 
come 
from New* York under the leadership 
of Miss Russell, a volunteer from the 
Presbyterian hospital. French women 
living in Juilly are being trained as 
assistan t nurses 
and 
helpers. 
The 
pharm acy is in charge of a refugee 
from 
Rheim s. 
M onsieur 
Possidoni, 
m anager of the W inter Palace hotel 
a t M entoni, is the volunteer director 
of the com m issary 
departm ent 
and 
sam e efficiency prevails there as in 
the wards. 
The hospital has been in operation 
only a m onth—too short a tim e for 
patients to be discharged, but all are 
doing w’ell, as the A ssociated Press 
correspondent was assured by Joseph 
Gouspy, son of the wrell known fencing 
m aster 
of 
the 
New York A thletic 
club, who cam e back from America 
to fight for his country and who was 
am ong the first wounded to arrive.

The 
suprem e court of the U nited S tates 
now has before i t on appeal a case 
from A rkansas in w hich the consti­ 
tutionality of the law w ill be finally 
passed upon. 
T h at case lacks cer­ 
tain im portant elem ents, favorable to 
the sustaining of the law, which the 
K ansas case, w hich will be incorpor­ 
ated with it, will provide. In a sense, 
then, Judge Pollock’s decision 
is 
a 
welcom e one to those who are w ork­ 
ing to avert the destruction of th e 
wildlife of the country. 
"The K ansas decision is the third 
th at has been rendered 
by 
federal 
judges on the law. In A rkansas, Judge 
Jacob C. T rieber on May 
23, 
1914, 
held 
the 
m easure unconstitutional, 
while in South Dakota, Judge J. D. 
Elliott on April 18, 1914, held it con­ 
stitutional. 
It is to be rem em bered 
th at the law is in full force and effect 
and will doubtless be vigorously en ­ 
forced by the U nited S tates bureau of 
biological survey everyw here in the 
U nited S tates, w ith th e exception of 
the jurisdictions of 
Judges 
T rieber 
and Pollock. 
"The solicitor general of tire United 


States has asked the suprem e court 


for as early consideration for the test 


case as is possible, but it may be th at 
it will not be reached before next fall. 
W e are hoping to have it passed upon 
this spring.
